Careful tests and observations made 
at the Yale psychological laboratory 
have demonstrated the importance of 
Studying Individual temperament be¬ 
fore prescribing a system of physical 
exorcise. A nervous temperament, for 
e.xample, requires a different treatment 
from that required by a phlegmatic 
temperament, without regard to the 
physical condition of the subject.

A phlegmatic person, on the 
contrary, requires It. The phlegmatic 
temperament indicates reserve energy 
In both muscles and nerve cells, while 
the nervous temperament has less re¬ 
serve iiower, but greater ability to use 
tho energy at baud,—Pbiladelpliia Rec¬ 
ord.

CLQUO FORMA TIONS. 

'ftTiat Canses Them to Assatae SaCh 
Yariety lu Shape. 

A good idea of the correct reason for 
varying cloud shapes may be obtalried 
by watching the steam from a railway 
engine under different conditions. As 
It issues from the funner it is trans¬ 
parent -water vapor. On a moist, cloudy 
day it will hang in thick, fleecy masses 
in the track of the train. In dry, bright 
weather It will rise lu light, thin 
wreaths, -which quickly disappear, and 
again -when the engine is standing in 
a station the steam -will collect in 
masses above it. 

These are practically the conditions 
of cloud formation. The shapes vary 
according to height above the earth, to 
the temperature of the particular air 
current in which they are floating, to 
the force and direction of the wind at 
the various altitudes aud also in some 
measure to the electiicnl condltiou of 
the atmosphere aud the amouut of 
dust In it. * 

As a rule, the higher tho,^louds the 
lighter they are and the more widely 
spread. The so called marcs’ tails and 
mackerel sky are good examples of 
this. Some of the former are over five 
miles high and are believed to he com¬ 
posed of minute particles'of Ice. The 
clouds in a mackerel sky are generally 
about three miles high. 

The heavy cumulus clouds which so 
often look like vast mountain ranges 
are only found in the lower aud moistJ 
er layers of atmosphere. Their lower 
surfaces are from half to three-quar¬ 
ters of a mile above tho earth, while 
their higher points may range from 
two to three miles in elevation. Still 
lower than these come the heavy flat 
masses of uimhus or rain clouds which 
are seldom more than half a mile above 
the earth.

The subject of 'hand separators 
formed the text of an interesting ad¬ 
dress delivered at a recent meeting'of 
the Canadian Dairymen's association 
by Professor H, H. Dean, one of the 
officials of the Ontario Agriculture col. 
lege at .Guelph, After explaining the 
prinoiiiles upon which the macTiino 
works JPrpfessoF Dean went on to deal 
with the‘.advantages of the separator 
and iu this connection said; “One of the 
cl^ief benefits of a hand separator iu 
the private dairy Is that it Is a cleanser 
of milk. If you take what is supposed 
to be clean milk and run It through a 
separator, you will be amazed at wliat 
will come out of the milk. This is an 
Important factor in favor of the use of 
separators, as clean, pure cream means 
better butter. 

“A second advantage is that it en¬ 
ables the private dairyman to get more 
of this better class of cream and thus 
make more and better butter. A third 
gain to the farmer is that it gives him 
a better quality of skimmilk.”

Beans Por Miilc Cows^ 

Beans have not been much used for 
cow feed, but where they have been 
used they have appeared to give very 
excellent satisfaction., They eaiTy'about 
23 per cent of digestible protein, 50 per 
cent of digestible carbohydrates and 1.4 
per cent digestible fat. Just how much 
of these steamed beaus could be fed 
without injuriously affecting ■ the prod¬ 
uct is perhaps a problotu, but commenc¬ 
ing in a moderate way one might in¬ 
crease gradually until the daily allow¬ 
ance reached nearly or quite four 
pounds. We think it would be a good 
plan to mix some wheat bran with-the 
beans. We do not think it advisable to 
get along with only silage for rough- 
age. q'he cow seems to crave more or 
less dry forage in connection with si¬ 
lage or even with best pasturage.

One ill service nature has done the 
shark—-nauiely, that of placing a trian¬ 
gular fin on his back which acts as a 
danger signal and gives warning of his 
approach. Happily the shark has not 
been gifted with sufficient sagacity to 
be aware of this peculiarity, for had he 
been so he would unquestionably aban¬ 
don his habit of .swimming close to the 
surface of tlie watei- and would in tbat 
case be enabled to approach his victim 
unobserved. The shark is a slow swim¬ 
mer for his size and strength. 

Byron observes, “As darts the dol¬ 
phin from the shark.”' But Byron was 
a poet and does not appea^ to have 
been a close observer of tho''habits of 
Inhabitants of tlie water, or ho would 
have Ivuowi) tliat a shark would have 
no more chance of catching a dolphin I 
than a sheep would of oveuliaiiling a i 
hare. A sharli will keep up with a sail¬ 
ing ship, but It is as much as it can do 
to follow In the wake of a fast steam¬ 
er, and a torpedo boat would be able to 
give it points.

It drops oil all four feet lit 
once and immediately rises again, mak¬ 
ing a clear spring without any run. 

Its usual gait when not pursued is a 
light springy trot. The springbok nsiial- 
ly travels with-its nose to the ground, 
as If constantly^ on the lookout for the 
scent of enemies;

Itsliouldnotbeforgotten iu compound¬ 
ing a r.atlon tbat the stomachs of differ¬ 
ent classes of animals vary iu relative 
size, says Hoard’s Dairyman. The cow 
has very capacious receptacle.? for food, 
showing that she is fitted to consume 
relatively more coarse fodder tliail oth¬ 
er animals, irind hence in ai-rauging her 
feed i-egard should be had both to bulk 
and the proper distributiou of the nu 
tricuts throughout the entire mass. For 
example, twenty pounds of timothy 
•hay or ten pounds of corn will furnish 
practically equivalent amounts of nu 
triment, but the cow will not thrive on 
corn alone because of the defective di¬ 
gestion consequent upon failure prop¬ 
erly to distend her stomachs and sub¬ 
divide the coucenti'ated food. 

Tliosc of us who belong to the gener¬ 
ation that went “tliroiigh tlie war” re 
member that “roughage” was quite 'as 
e.ssential as grain for the continued 
well being and endurance of the' ani¬ 
mals. The pi'CScribed army ration for 
the horse contains practically an equal 
amount of i-oughagc and grain; for the 
cow, under ordinary conditious, we 
think it best to have about two-tbirds 
of the di'y matter In roughage aud oue- 
tlilrd iu grain. When feeding heavily 
for rapid Inci'ease of weight or extra 
flow of milk, tills proportion cannot be 
nialutained, but the roughage should 
not be materially decreased. f 
An Average Ration, 

After cows due to freshen soon have 
had their calves wp should Oonsidef 
11)0 following combination a very good 
average ration for the entire herd, irf- 
cludlng those which are to freslioii'in 
the spring. Of course such cows will 
need less feed than those that have 
recently fresheiied, and one niust ap¬ 
portion- the- feed according to the 'abil¬ 
ity of each cow to respond; Twenty 
potinds of hay, four pounds of b)‘a)i 
and four' pound.? of buekwiioat mid¬ 
dlings. In the absence of buckwheat 
middlings use the same nmetiut of 
gluten feed or, what would be still bet¬ 
ter, if the middlings cannot bo obtain¬ 
ed in quantitios to last all winter give 
day. Those that give more will iieed 
two pounds of each per day Instead of 
rouri pounds of cither, •
